from Spain and confiscating their

The proposal would be embodied in 


Article 14 dealing with the relations 
of church 
and state and

sional institutions..

Senator Reed of Missouri with set' 
ing up speakeasies to entrap police- 
men and violators and thereby-itself 
becoming "a bootlegger." 


These charges -were In an article 


jy Reed in. the September Issue of 
he International-Cosmopolitan maga- 
zine. They were met today by a 
<=tatement from Howard T. Jones, 
acting prohibition director, that the 
nrbhibition bureau " had abolished 
such" practices. 


The Missourian also charged the 


government with instructing federal 
!ry agents to cooperate -"with state 
officials In making- raids on' war- 
rants that would be illegal under 
federal law and with." an "indefen- 
sible 520,000,000 subsidy to California 
grape growers and' grape-concen- 
rate manufacturers." 


The loan to the -grape interests, 


Reed' said, was made with the "full 
knowledge that the grapes and grape 
concentrates are being manufactur- 
ed into 12 to 20 per-cent wines-and 
champagnes in the homes in quanti- 
ties more than three times as great 
as all the wine production of the 
United States before prohibition.'* 


To this charge, Chairman Stone 


_f the farm board^ said;, grape con- 
centrate had a legal status and that 
the board was interested "only in ex- 
tending assistance to - the Califor- 
nia grape Industry and was not 
concerned with the manufacture of 
the concentrate. 


Reed cited two federal speakeasy 


instances during or before 1926. 
Agents working with the director of 
the Virginia Anti-Saloon ^eague, he 
said, set up "a Kegro speakeasy In 
a remodeled stable.!' In New Tork 
City, he added, "prohibition agents 
with the approval, of a federal dis- 
trict judge" operated a "notorious 
bridge-whist club."

EANKERS 


On the same day- recently the public 


was treated-to statements from Mat- 
thew Woll and Professor John R- 
Commons in relation to the position, 
the power and the authority of bank- 
ers under prevailing economic condi- 
tions. 


Mr. Woll spoke of the attitude cf 


"a certain class of international bank- 
ers" in favoring the reduction of wages 
throughout the world "to correspond 
to the reduction of prices 01 commodi- 
ties." Professor Commons 
assumed 


that the power of these bankers was 
farreaching and that "while we are 
talking of a national economic "council" 
it would be. better to put "the associat- 
ed bankers of the world in charge, 
seeing that they already are in charge 
but without any responsibility to the 
people for what they do." 


There is something of the bogey- 


man in the appellation "international 
bankers," who are in fact no different 
than other bankers excepting that they 
head banks with foreign branches or 
are concerned, on behalf of their cus- 
tomers, in financing transactions be- 
tween residents and aliens. 


The banker merely runs a business 


although it is business that has a farth- 
er reaching ""effect upon a community 
than any other. 


And all bankers are dealing with 


trust funds, that is depositors* money, 
the repayment of which is subject to 
demand at any-time. 


Bankers should not control any na- 


tional council although the wealth of 
information at their fingertips should 
be made available to it. 


Their first -and primary interest 


must always be the safe and sound in- 
vestment of the depositor's money. 
Although many little depositors are 
willing to blame bankers for not ad- 
vancing large sums of money to in- 
dustries in order to carry on, we rath- 
er think the same depositors wouldn't 
care to have their money advanced if 
the particular industry was running in 
the red, and hr-.d no collateral upon 
which to borrow. 


Bankers, like everyone else, would 


be' benefited by the maintenance or 
wage scales and a return to- normal 
times, but if they delude themselves 
into believing that this can be accom- 
plished by pouring bank deposits into 
loans to concerns running at a deficit 
and without suitable collateral upon 
which to borrow they would merely 
court disaster. 


There is a sound way by which 


many of the ills of times like these 
may be avoided and that is to compel 
the building of all corporate structures 
in the same way that capably man- 
aged corporations like the steel com- 
panies have built theirs, that is the 
creation of a strong surplus out of 
earnings in good 3*ears as the only re- 
liable cushion for bad ones.

Xerve specialists — well, there 
are none today; so my ridicule of the 
ner\ e specialists- racket alienates on- 
ly the friendship of a few confirmed 
nervous wrecks. The all-around or 
"head" specialists — doctors who pre- 
tend they're good in all diseases of 
the eyes, ears, nose and throat — can 
only grit their teeth and titter low 
curses about what I teach the pub-

about it, because I have the goods 
AXD the professional standing, you 
see. Probably no other group of reg- 
ular quacks in the profession; hates 
me and all my works so venomously 
as do the internists.

In my judgment, 
arrived at after more years of study 
than most of these humbug special- 
ists have 
practiced the raison 


d'etre of this alleged 
specialty is 


merely to afford the pampered gen- 
tlemen who elect to follow it a legiti- 
mate opportunity to gouge and ex- 
ploit the credulous folk who believe 
that a doctor must be a better doctor 
if he holds out as a specialist.

Grain values everywhere continue 


to fade. Cash wheat, not definitely 
consigned, sold as low as 46J cents 
on the Chicago Board of Trade Tues- 
day, the lowest since October, 1S52, 
according to newspaper files. Board 
of Trade records never showed a 
price so low, and considering the 
much higher freight rates now in 
effect, the return to the farmer is 
probably record-breakms'y small. 


At the same tirce.iDanubian coun- 


tries were offering wheat «» London 
at 4S1 cents, including cost, insur- 
ance and freight—the lowest prrce 
quoted there since 1592, or 335 years 
ago during Queen Elizabeth's reign- 
TThen the 15 to 20 cent cost of trans- 
porting from Chicago to Liverpool 
is coasifie-ed, it may be seen how 
far our prices still are out of line 
with the world level. 


Down in the Argentine, the Buenos
